The report on marriage and extra 
marital relationships, just issued by 
the Ontario Young Men's Couneil of 
the re Ma. UL AS unde) the title 
‘Youth’s Eye View of Some Problems

large ly on a Survey of a saniple group 
of “YyYound men from a considerable 
nimber of cities and towns an 
Ontario.” The technique of the Sur 
rey is pretty clearly described. The 
members of the group were at an 
average (median) distance from. the 
time of leaving school of seven years, 
and had an average (median) income 
of about $800. Over a quarter had an 
automobile, but almost none had any 
appreciable financial assets except life 
insurance Three-quarters were living 
with their parents. Just half had in 
‘steady girl.” but only a quarter were 
‘planning marriage” and only about 
1S per cent. were engaged, A question 
as to the attitude of their friends and 
acquaintances towards extra-marital 
relationships brought the answer that 
these are condemned “moderately” 
from 23 per cent, and “little or not at 
all” from 40° per cent. “Promiscuous” 
relationships, on the other hand, were
